Weir made the simple statement 
that what money he had had been 
made honestly and by hard work.

the next meal -“an experience, in­ 
cidentally," said Mr 
Weir, "from 
which I have not been free."

was interesting that Gen.

As former 
director of the NR A, General John­ 
son knew Mr. Weir as a friend of

who at the start of the New Deal 
"was considered by it the most 
liberal and progressive employer 
in his industry."

AL rut, I {JFR, Mr. Weir gave his 


New Deal assailants a new experi­ 
ence. Instead of taking their cas­ 
tigation lying down, he stood up 
and smac ked back bard. Any im­ 
partial reading of the attacks aud 
Mr. Weir's reply will convince any 
detached person that Mr. Weir not 


only 
clearly 
demonstrated 
the 
complete falsity of the attack on 
him but put the attacking colum­ 
nists int a painiUi position—that is, 


those among them sensitive enough 
to feel pain. The fact is that the
